Unfriendly criticism of this 
nature has Its moral effect upon the 
countryside and does Its part In en¬ 
couraging the drift from country to 
town, Inevitably followed by seasonal 
unemployment with Its concomitants 
—a lower wage scale nnd the further 
expatriation of our splendid, young 
manhood, after bearing the not In 
considerable burdens of the unproduc ! 
tive period and the cost of education. 

Aside from this, the present detach¬ 
ed, and often impatient, attitude of 
town towards countryside cannot fall 
to further Intensify the notorious; 
political drift away from rural pro 
blcm and towards centralisation upon! 
the more spectacular, urban Issues, In 
cldental to the complex civilization of 
modern times. In a preponderating])'

Saskatchewan Cabinet Changes 


Will Continue Operation of the Coarse 
Grain Pool 

npglna.—Creator facilities for the 
handling of a greater production of 
pool wheat wan' the key note of the 
annual report of the directors of the 
Saskatchewan Wheat Pool at the sec¬ 
ond annual meeting here. 

It was revealed In the report that 
129,713,876 bushels of wheat delivered 
to the pool during 1926, an Increase 
of some 79 and n half million bushels 
over 1921. In the report It was stated 
that although the acreage for coarse 
grains had not reached the quota pro¬ 
vided under the Grower’s Agreement, 
tho continued signing of contracts had 
warranted the continuance of opera¬ 
tion of the Coarse Grain Pool. 

The membership of the Pool as re¬ 
corded In the report Is 78,785, repre¬ 
senting 10,492,433 wheat acres under 
contract. On this basis, it Is estimat¬ 
ed that the pool has now under con¬ 
tract 79 per cent of all the seeded 
wheat acreage In the province. Based 
on the provincial government’s esti¬ 
mate of seeded acreage, the percent¬ 
age of the various grains under con¬ 
tract Is ns follows: oats, 38 per cent; 
barley, 36 per cent; flax, 00 per cent, 
and rye 37 per cent. 


Bologna, Italy.—An lS-yenr-old youth 
who attempted to shoot Benito Mur.so 
linl was himself Rtnhhcd. and beaten 
to dentil by an infuriated mob. 

Mussolini escaped injury. The ns 
anssln's bullet missed passing through 
the Premier’s chest by the fraction of 
an inch. It actually ripped both sides 
of his coat and cut the sash of the Or¬ 
der of St. Maurice nnd St. Lazarus. 

The youth had pressed forward as 
Mussolini«was seated In his automo¬ 
bile on leaving the Stadium where he 
had attended the Congress for the Ad¬ 
vancement of Science, nnd was ready 
to fire a second shot. Carabineers and 
Fascists threw themselves upon him 
ns he wits In the art of sending a sec¬ 
ond bullet at the Premier. 

Within a minute or two of his attack 
on II Duce, the body of the youthful 
assailant was being dragged along to 
Ids death a crumpled nnd inert mass, 
by strong armed Fascists through u 
screaming, milling sea of humanity. 

Later at the police station, where 
the body was taken, 14 knife wounds 1 
were found and marks of strangling ou 
the throat. 

It would be Impossible to create a 
more dramatic setting than that which 
surrounded the attempted assassina¬ 
tion. It was about 6.10 o’clock in the 
evening and the 60,000 people who had 
assembled at the stadium stood behind 
lines of Carabineers ns Mussolini 
passed. 

The premier’s car had entered the 
main thoroughfare, the Via Indepen- 
denzte, when a shot rang out above 
the roar of the cheering of the masses. 

A dead silence; then all eyes were 
focussed on the youth, who stood 
bending forward with tlie revolver In 
his hand. The next thought was for 
Mussolini, nml when the crowd saw 
the Duce calm and obviously unhurt 
they closed like the Jaw.4 of a gigantic 
animal * upon his assailant. Savage 
hands reached for him and he was 
pounded and beaten and stabbed until 
life was extinct. 

Great crowds blocked the path of 
the Premier’s car, almost overtimed 
It in an attempt to approach close 
enough to find, whether he was hurt. 
When a passage wag dually cleared, 
the automobile proceeded rapidly to

Precisely what concessions have 
been made have not. been revealed, 
hm It is understood they Involve an 
intermediate position between the min¬ 
ers' demand for a national settlement 
and the owners’ insistence on a dis¬ 
trict set i lenient. 

Only recently Premier Baldwin sug¬ 
gested that the miners might obtain 
[the principle of a national settlement 
i hi fact, It not in words. Later he 
withdrew this offer when the miners 
did not follow* it up. 

The government discussions were In 
the hands of Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer Churchill, who, with tho 
thoughts of lil.s next budget statement 
in mind, may be presumed to be anx¬

In the past three* years 
the buffalo population of the park lias 
Increased so rapidly that if has been 
found necessary to resort to killing 
some of tin* aniinaJs and shipping 
others to tin* Wood buffalo park where 
they are able to live off the land. 

In Wainwrigth park there is only 
room for about K.OOO head. In 1924 
some 2.000 had to be killed. In 1926, 
about 2,000 were shipped to the park 
areas In Northern Alberta. This yeai 
the park authorities wi re confronted 
with Hie problem of disposing of near¬ 
ly 12,000 head of buffalo. During tin* 
summer 2,000 wen* sent north and 
2,000 are to bo killed. It is understood 
that tenders are being railed foi 
slaughtering contracts.

Board Will Not Order 
Drying of Tough Grain 
At The Present Time 


Would Use Air Route To 
Link Together Various 
Parts of British Empire 


Winnipeg. The drying of tough and 
damp grain will not be ordered at the 
present time, nor will the moisture 
test of straight grain wheat he raised. 
These two questions finned the main 
topic for discussion at a meeting be¬ 
fore the hoard of grain commissioners 
here. Public and private elevator in¬ 
terests and the Canadian pools were 
represented and many of the local 
grain traders took advantage of the 
sitting to listen In to the proceedings. 

Following a lengthy discussion as to 
whether it was advisable to order the 
drying of tough grain at tills period, 
it was ultimately decided to defer any 
actiop, but the hoard, made it plain 
that should the necessity arise, it 
would take drastic action to save tlie 
crop from wasting. The chairman also 
intimated that the press might, 
through its columns, advise farmers 
wiio have shipped tougli and damp 
grain, to instruct their commission 
men to have this dried and so pre 
vent loss from deterioration. It was 
thought by certain terminal represen¬ 
tatives that drying of tough damp 
wheat should not be delu>id longer, 


but a speaker on behalf of the pool, 
and a shipper’s representative both 
expressed the opinion that tough 
wheat was shipping out faster than 
the straight stuff, and that meantime 
they held no fears for deterioration. 

With regard to Hie moisture test, 
several interesting facts were related. 
Chief Inspector Eraser, in answer to a 
question, intimated that the present 
test applied in the process of inspect¬ 
ing, did not permit of grain containing 
more than 14 4 per cent of moisture, 
grading straight.
